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Likewise, the research work of the bureeu is so shaped as to combine 
with the planning and program formulation processes into 2 single activity 
looking to the welfare of all farmers throughout the country.

esearch of the Bureau hes always been pointed toward interpretation and 
practicable use. The duties of planning and program formulation in recent
